In  a  sense,  I  envy  you.  A  life  and  a  career  await  you,  full  of  many  pleasures  and,  of  course,  some  perplexities.  You  possess  the 
energy  to  change  the  map  of  our  society,  and  I  trust  you  have  the  heart  to  surmount  tfte  obstacles  that  now  face  you.  You  are  coming 
into  a  Commonwealth  and  an  America  that  needs  your  intelligence  and  strength  of  purpose.  You  are  as  aware  as  any  group  of  women 
and  men  at  this  particular  time  of  what  must  be  done  to  make  our  nation  a  better  place  for  off.  Tfte  need  to  rebuild  and  remake  society 
is  always  the  message  given  at  commencement  time  to  graduates.

Our  own  chronicle  as  a  people  is  tittered  with  promises  of  a  better  life 
made  and  then  broken.  Living  in  Massachusetts,  you  know  at  first  hand  how  the  labor  to  build  a  more  perfect  democratic  society  is 
slow,  grueling,  discouraging  and,  all  too  often,  contentious  work.  But  always,  the  American  people  have  forged  ahead,  guided  by  a 
splendid  vision  which  forces  us  to  heed  our  better  natures. 

I  remain  convinced  that  the  establishment  of  a  good  society  requires  faith  —  tfte  stronger  the  better.  So  I  want  all  of  you  to  be,  and 
remain,  hopeful  graduates  of  this  University  as  you  work  to  improve  our  civic  well  being  and  bring  about  a  more  humane  and  just 
America,  You  carry  with  you  my  best  wisftes  and  my  charge  to  you  that  you  never  cease  in  trying  to  achieve  for  your  own 
generation  —  as  well  as  for  those  that  follow  —  tfte  more  perfect  forms  of  freedom.

The  UMass /Boston  football  team  posted  a  respectable  4-5  record  while  fighting  through  a  tough  schedule  that  featured 
some  of  the  New  England  Football  Conference  elite. 

The  Beacons  played  well  in  just  about  every  game,  including  a  33-20  win  over  a  tough  Curry  College  team.  The  Beacons 
also  crushed  their  arch-nemesis  Southeastern  Mass.  University,  28-6. 

The  Beacons  got  off  to  a  flying  start  with  a  37-27  win  over  Framingham  State  College,  Freshman  running  6ackJoe 
Rainone  made  a  dynamic  UMB  debut  by  setting  two  UMB  records  with  three  touchdowns  and  149  yards  on  the  ground. 
Kainone  finished  the  season  with  674  yards,  five  touchdowns,  an  average  of  4.9  yards  per  carry,  and  many  memorable 
rushes  such  as  a  71-yard  sprint  against  Curry. 

QuarterDocfc  Joe  Mulvey  from  North  Quincy  did  a  sofaf  jo6  as  well  for  the  Beacons.  Despite  the  Beacons'  heavy  reliance 
on  the  running  game,  Muivey  averaged  over  92  yards  per  game  and  threw  for  seven  touchdowns.  His  jdvorite  targets  were 
surt-harxded  receiver  Dave  Row ean  (17  receptions,  244  yards,  two  touchdowns),  Jason  Trabucco  (11  receptions,  182  yards, 
three  touchdowns),  and  Mark  Ferraro  (12  receptions,  115  yards,  one  touchdown). 

Once  again,  the  Beacons  featured  a  solid  defense.  They  did  what  they  could  against  tfte  perennial  powerhouses  (Plymouth 
State,  Lowell,  and  Bridgewater  State),  6ut  did  well  in  shutting  down  most  of  their  other  opponents.  Tim  O'Neill  led  the 
team  in  tackles  with  102,  (67  solo  tackles,  35  assists).  O'NeuT  and"  Scott  Weffs  (59  solo  tackles,  37  assists,  three  sacks, 
four  fumble  recoveries)  led  a  UMB  defense  that  was  rich  in  talent  as  well  as  depth.  In  fact,  ten  defensive  players  finished  the 
season  with  over  50  tackles.  Among  them  was  Mike  Kifloran  who  recorded  55  tackles  and  led  the  team  with  four  sacks. 
Coach  Jim  Kent  gave  EdMcKinnon  the  defensive  MVP.  McKinnon  earned  the  honor  with  57  tackles  andfud-tdt,  aggressive 
style  of  play. 

The  Beacon  secondary  also  played  solidly  for  Coach  Kent  Dave  Maimaron  led  the  team  with  _five  interceptions.  One  of 
the  brightest  highlights  for  the  UMB  defense  was  Tim  Johnson's  49-yard  interception  return  against  Curry. 

Return  men  Ro6  Ferraro,  Mike  Kifloran,  and  kicker  Scott  Legg  provided  the  bulk  of  UMB  special  teams  performance. 
Ferraro  proved  to  be  one  of  the  team's  most  versatile  players  as  he  wore  the  hat  of  punter,  kick  and  punt  returner,  and 
defensive  back.  On  the  defensive  side,  Ferraro  finished  the  season  with  67  tackles  and  two  interceptions.  Ferraro 
complemented  these  stats  with  a  33.3  yard  punting  average,  a  15-yard  punt  return  average,  and  a  18.5-yard  kick  return 
average.  The  capper  for  Ferraro's  season  had  to  be  his  90-yard  punt  return  touchdown 
against  Nichols  College. 

Kifloran  led  the  Beacons  with  a  kickoff  return  average  of  24  yards.  His  longest 
return  of  the  season  was  a  nifty  60-yarder  against  MIT.  Legg  finished  second  on  the 
team  scoring  list  with  23  points.  The  aptly  named  kicker  converted  11  of  14  e;etra- 
point  attempts  and  nailed  two  of  three  field  goal  tries.  He  also  racked  up  92  rushing 
yards  on  28  carries. 

The  outlook  for  next  team's  squad  looks  very  positive  as  many  talented  players  on 
both  sides  of  the  ball  will  be  returning.  An  added  plus  for  next  season  is  the 
revamping  of  the  New  England  Football  Conference.  As  such,  the  Beacons  may 
be  spared  the  grind  of  having  to  travel  to  opponents  in  northern  Vermont  and 
Maine.  Somehow,  I  don't  think  they  enjoyed  the  four  hour-plus  drive  each 
way.

Any  sports  team  looking  for  an  excellent  example  of  character  and  guts  need  look  no 
further  than  the  1991  UMass/Boston  women's  basketball  team.  The  Beacons  were 
forced  to  play  the  entire  season  with  only  six  players.  All  five  starters  averaged  well  over 
30  minutes  per  game.  In  many  games,  the  Beacons'  star  player  and  1990  Little  East 
Conference  Player  of  the  Year  Eileen  Fenton  played  all  40  minutes. 

Given  all  of  this,  it  would  have  been  understandable  if  the  Beacons  had  just  gone 
through  the  motions  of  die  '91  season  and  focused  on  getting  through  it  as  quickly  as 
possible. 

But  they  had  too  much  'intestinal  fortitude  to  let  that  happen. 

The  Beacons,  who  started/  the  season  with  nine  players  6efore  losing  guard  Donna 
Wozniak  to  injury,  along  with  other  ptayers  during  the  course  of  the  season,  finished 
with  eight  wins.  Although  Fenton  was  clearly  the  star,  she  had  an  excellent  supporting 
cast  The  Quinn  sisters,  Kerri  and  Colleen  provided  ojjensive  spark  as  well  as  tenacious 
defense  and  rebounding.  Guards  Stefanie  Shamshak,  Sue  Parry,  and  Amanda  Church 
provided  the  Beacons  with  gutsy  performances  throughout  the  season.  All  of  the  players 
should  be  commended  for  staying  mentally,  as  well  as  physically  sharp  through  an] 
exhausting  season.  A  few  ill-timed  injuries  could'  have  eliminated  the  team  for  the  season^ 
But  trie  Beacons  stayed  healthy  and  hopeful 

Fenton  had  another  stellar  year,  averaging  18.9  points  and  13.3  rebounds  per  game! 
She  also  blocked  53  shots.  Kerri  Quinn  averaged  11.7  points  per  game  and  led  tht\ 
Beacons  in  assists  with  63.  Colleen  Quinn  posted. 

The  Beacons  can  only  hope  that  their  undying  spirit  leads  to  a  high  number  oj\ 
candidates  for  next  season's  squad.  With  Fenton's  highlight-packed  career  at  LIMB  now 
over,  the  Beacons  have  a  tremendous  hole  to  fill 

Aside  from  the  many  basketball  awards  Fenton  received,  she  also  won  this  year'i 
Athletic  Director's  Distinguished  Student  Athlete  Award,  chosen  by  a  departmen 
committee  Jor  overall  athletic  and  academic  contribution.

The  UMass /Boston  men's  basketball  team  struggled  at  the  hands  of  many  setbacks  in  throughout  most 
of  the  1991  season,  but  broke  free  in  thefinaitwo  weeks  to  show  their  realselves  and  a  iot  of  promise  for 
next  season.

Unfortunately,  that  side  of  them  did  not 
come  out  until  the  final  week  of  the  season  whenthey  beat  then  Southeastern  Mass.  University  (who  were 
19-4  and  nationally  ranked  before  the  game),  then  crushed  Rhode  Island  College,  98-67  to  end  the  regular 
season.  The  Beacons  could  have  taken  the  two  impressive  wins  and  settled  for  an  expected  loss  to  LLC 
powerhouse  Plymouth  State  College  in  the  opening  round  of  the  LLC  tournament  But  they  weren't  ready 
to  settle.  The  Beacons  upset  PSC,  then  came  within  seconds  of  beating  Southeastern  Mass.  University  in 
the  semi-finals.  SMU's  Waldemar  Sender  took  a  re-directed  pass  and  scored  with  two  seconds  (eft  in  the 
game  to  break  a  73-73  tie. 

The  Beacons  got  solid  year-round  performances  from  forward  Shawn  Perkins  {18.7  points,  and  5.5 
re5ounds  per  game),  Terry  Kennedy  (19.2  points,  nine  reoounds  per  game,  50  6(ocked  shots  on  the  season), 
Willie-  Nealy  (12A  points  per  game,  53  steals),  and  Anthony  Ro6erts  (11.9  points,  7.8  rebounds  per 
game).  Perhaps  the  most  pleasant  surprise  was  the  performance  of  newcomer  Jeff  Jackson.  The  talented 
sophomore  posted  98  assists  and  an  incredible  66  steals  in  only  15  games.  Kennedy  is  now  second  on  the 
UMB  all-time  scoring  fist  with  1,509  points  and  holds  UMB  records  for  average  rebounds  per  game  (8.9) 
and  blocked  shots  (159).  Guards  Dana  Tate  and  Ray  Porch  (who  fed  trie  team  in  assists  with  100)  givethe 
Beacons  a  promising  outfook  in  the  backcourt  The  /rant-court  wuT  need  some  rebuilding,  however,  with 
Kennedy,  Perkins,  Nealy,  Roberts  all  graduating.

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Under  the  leadership  of  first-year  coach  Dick  Bradley,  the  UMass /Boston  hockey 
team  continued  their  reputation  as  one  of  New  England's  top  teams.  The  Beacons  posted 
a  16-6-3  regular  season  record,  but  lost  a  3-2  heartbreaker  to  Williams  College  in  the 
opening  round  of  the  ECAC  tournament 

Coach  Bradley  came  to  UMB  from  a  very  successful  career  at  Westwood  High  School, 
making  them  a  perennial  tournament  threat  and  state  champions  in  1985.  Now,  Bradley, 
a  Boston  police  officer,  has  devoted  his  regimen  of  strict  conditioning  and  discipline  to  the 
Beacons.  The  Beacons  seemed  to  be  headed  for  an  average  season  until  they  heated  up 
and  went  9-2-1  over  their  last  12  games. 

Leading  the  Beacons  on  the  ice  were  a  slew  of  offensive  talents.  Forwards  Jim  Geary 
and  Jim  Abban  shared  the  team  lead  in  points  with  36.  Abban  took  home  the  team  MVP 
award  in  a  race  that  could  have  had  a  four  or  five-way  tie  for  the  honor.  Canton's  Bob 
McNeice  posted  3 1  points  and  plays  a  big  role  in  the  team's  future.  Forward"  Dan  Fawcett 
won  the  William  Puerto  Award  for  dedication  and  overall  contribution  to  UMB  sports. 

But  teams  do  not  go  very  far  without  goal-tending.  And  the  Beacons  were  blessed 
with  plenty  of  talent  between  the  pipes.  Vin  DelVecchio  and  Tom  Aprille  combined  to 
give  Bradley  one  less  thing  to  worry  about.  Both  goalies  started  out  with  strong  outings 
against  Division  I  Notre  Dame.  The  Beacons  lost  6-3,  and  6-4  respectively,  but  gave  the 
talent-packed  Irish  a  ran  for  their  money.  When  DelVecchio  hit  a  slump  in  mid-season, 
Aprille  came  on  and  played  brilliantly  as  the  Beacons  went  4-0-1  in  their  last  five  games 
and  clinched  home-ice  advantage  for  the  playoffs.  Aprille  finished  with  a  6-2-1  record,  a 
3.54  goals  against  average  and  a  .889  save  percentage.  DelVecchio  finished  at  8-5-2 
with  a  3.86  goals  against  average  and  a  .862  save  percentage  while  freshman  goalie 
Kevin  Gibbons  went  2-0  in  three  starts  in  his  first  UMB  campaign  and  estaotisriea' 
himself  as  a  qualified  netminder  for  the  Beacons. 

The  brightest  highlight  of  the  season  saw  the  Beacons  ranked  #7,  nationally  in 
Division  III  mid-way  through  the  season.

It  was  an  off-year  for  the  UMass/Boston  baseball  team.  Usually  among  the.  leaders  in  Division  II  New  England 
baseball,  UMassfeilto  5-21  for  the  1991  season.

Eric  Frank 
also  hit  a  stellar  .356  and  drove  in  11  runs.  DeFelice  assumed  the  role  of  the  slugger  with  three  home  runs  and  16  RBI.
